171,  FOR  FnOMOTINO  THE  rOLLOWIMO  OBJECTS,  VIZ: — 


Ist^Tbo  encouragement  and  support  of  Missionaries  and  Clergynaeo  of 
the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  within  the  Diocese  of  Montreal, 
including  tlTe  creation  of  funds  towards  the  augmentation  of  the  Stipends  of 
poor  Cletgymen,  and  towards  making  a  provision  for  those  who  may  be 
incapacitated  by  ago  or  infirmity,  and  for  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the 
Clergy  of  tlie  said  Church  in  the  said  Diocese. 

2nd. — The  encouragement  of  Education,  'and  the  support  of  Day  and 
Sunday  Schools  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the 
said  Church. 

8rd. — Qranting  assistance,  where  it  may  be  necessary,  to  those  who  may 
be  preparing  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel  in  the  said  Church  within  the 
said  Diocese. 

4th. — Circulating  in  the  said  Diocese  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  such  publi- 
cations as  havo  the  sanction  of  the  Church,  viz :— Prayer  Books,  Homilies^ 
Catechisms,  Collects,  and  Canons,  with  the  addition  of  Books  and  Tracts 
circulated  by  the  Society  for  P.  0.  K.  in  London. 

&th. — Obtaining  and  granting  aid  towards  the  erection,  endowment  and 
maintenance  of  Churches  according  to  the  establishment  of  the  said  Church 
in  the  said  Diocese,  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  Parsonage-Houses,  the 
setting  apart  of  Burial  Grounds  and  Church- Yards,  the  endowment  and  sup- 
port  of  Parsonages  and  Rectories  according  to  the  said  establishment,  and 
the  management  of  all  matters  relating  to  such  endowments. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  if  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
England,  shall  be  requested  to  become  the  Patron  of  the  Society. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Montreal,  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Society,  and  shall  be  "  ex  officio"  Chairman  uf  all  meetings  of  the  Society, 
and  of  all  Committees  thereof,  at  which  he  may  be  present.  The  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  consist  of  such  Chairmen  of  the  different  District  Associa- 
tions of  the  Society  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  such  others  as  shall 
be  nominated  at  the  General  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  from  among 
its  members. 


BY-LAWS.

1. 

Tbe  Corporation  shall  be  composed  and  ooneiat  of  the  Lord  Biehop  of  the 
Diocese  and  other  members  appointed  by  the  Charter,  all  Clergymen  oiHci- 
atinff  in  the  DioceHe,  and  of  such  other  members  of  tlie  Church  of  England 
M  shall  bo  elected  into  the  Corporation  at  the  General  Meetings  of  the  So- 
ciety. The  latter,  however,  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  as  members  of 
the  Corporation,  unless  they  shall  pay  annually  the  sum  of  |5  to  the  Trea- 
rarer  of  the  Society,  or  of  any  District  Association  of  which  they  shall  be 
members,  or  shall  pay  once  for  all  the  sum. of  £12  lOs.  to  the  Treasurer; 
in  the  latter  case  they  become  members  fur  life,  and  in  the  former  oo  long 
M  they  shall  continue  to  pay  the  sum  of  f  S  above  specified.  All  such  pay- 
ments ffMtl  be  made  in  advance  for  one  year,  from  tbe  Ist  of  January  io  oach

Tbe  Treasurer,  the  Secretary,  the  Auditors,  and  the  necessary  Officers  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Central  Board. 

The  Secretary  may  be  allowed  a  salary  and  travelling  expenses  under  the 
direction  of  the  Central  Board.  The  Secretary  may  appoint  an  Asuistant, 
■abject  to  the  approval  of  the  Central  Board,  provided  said  appointment 
■hall  not  entail  any  additional  burden  on  the  Society. 

The  appointment  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  not  be  for  any 
■peoified  period,  but  they  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  tbe  Central 
Board. 

'-'    TBEAStntBB. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  subscriptions,  donations,  rents,  issues  and 
profits,  payable  to  the  Society,  for  which  purpose  a  paid  Collector  or  Col- 
lectors may  be  employed.  Such  monies  shall  be  deposited  in  such  Bank  or 
Banks  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  indicated  or  approved  of  by  the  Central 
Board. 

ITo  money  shall  be  pud  by  the  Treasurer  without  the  authority  of  a 
fMolation  oi  the  Central  Board,  certified  by  the  Secretary,  expressing  tha 


DAin»  of  the  perion  to  whom,  and  the  purpoie  fur  which,  the  mooej  ie  to 
be  paid. 

1'he  Treasurer  thall  alto  have  tlie  custody  of  all  deeds,  bonds,  sccuritiee 
and  other  documcnu  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Society,  (which,  after 
regitttratiun,  etiAll  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  approved  Banks,  unless  other* 
wise  specially  ordered  by  the  Central  Board,)  and  shall  submit  his  acoounta 
at  the  stated  periodical  Meetings  of  the  Central  Board. 

IV. 

noaiTABT*  * 

Minutes  of  all  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  taken,  and  at  each  Meet- 
ing of  the  Society,  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting  shall  bo  read  by  tha 
Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  take 
Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Meetiugs  of  the  Central  Board,  and  pre- 
pare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Society,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Central 
Board.

XEETINQS  or  THE  MKIETT. 

The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  Montreal,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  whereof  not  less  than  fifteen  days'  notice  shall  be  giren  by  the 
Secretary,  in  two  of  the  loading  City  Newspapers,  aad  elsewhere  as  may 
seem  to  him  expedient.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  Prefident,  on  his  own  authority,  or  in  his  absence  from  the 
Diocese,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  See,  by  any  two  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  and  five  other  Members  of  the  Society,  by  a  written  order  to  tha 
Secretary,  who  shall  notify  the  same  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  b 
respect  of  the  Annual  Meetings.

THE  OEKTRAt  BOABD. 

^ 

There  shall  be  a  Central  Board  for  the  management  of  the  general  bosi- 
ness  of  the  Society,  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  the 
other  Officers  of  the  Society,  all  officiating  Clergymen  of  every  Church,  dec., 
or  Chapel  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  and  of  such 
other  persons,  being  Members  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  shall  be  elected 
in  the  manner  following : — 

The  subscribers  of  the  Society  in  every  Parish,  Chapelry,  or  Mission  shall 
send  one  Bepresentative  to  the  Central  Board,  and  shall  also  send  one  addi- 
tional  Representative  for  every  X20  in  the  City  and  £10  in  the  Country 
subscribed  annually  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Society. 

No  Clergyman,  or  Representative  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Central 
Board  unless  he  shall  have  paid  the  annual  subscription  of  $6. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  ok  the  Ist  October  in 
every  year,  to  the  different  Parishes,  Ac,  of  the  number  of  Representives 
which  they  are  entitled  io  elect  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  each  Clergyman 
shall  forward  to  the  Society  the  names  of  the  Representatives  of  his  Parish, 
District,  or  Mission,  some  time  before  the  8 Ist  December. 

The  Board  shall  meet  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  on  the  Ist  "Wednesday  of 
every  month.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  See,  by  two  of 
the  Vice-Presidents  and  four  Members  of  the  Board,  by  a  written  order  to 
the  Secretary.  Not  less  than  six  members  present  shall  form  a  quorum. 
When  a  sufficient  number  of  Members  to  form  a  quorum  shall  not  assemble 
at  any  meeting  duly  summoned,  the  members  present  may  adjourn  to  an- 
other day,  and  so  on  Mies  quoties  until  a  quorum  shall  be  found,  and  business 
may  then  be  proceeded  with. 

The  Central  Board  shall  have  authority  to  make  such  rules  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  government  of  its  own  ai&irs,  provided  that  none  of  them  be 
contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  or  By-laws  of 
the  Society.  The  Central  Board  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  a  state- 
ment of  its  proceedings,  and  a  detailed  account  of  all  monies  received  and 
expended  during  the  preceding  year,  and  no  grant  shall  be  made  to  any 
country  Church  or  Mission  situated  within  the  limits  of  any  District  Asso- 
ciation, unless  the  application  be  forwarded  through  the  District  Association 
in  which  such  Church  or  Mission  may  be  situated,  nor  unless  the  annual 
subscriptions  for  the  current  year  shall  have  been  pud  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Society  or  of  the  District  Association. 

VII. 

PABOOHIAI.  AND  DISTRICT  ASSOOIATIOKS. 

In  order  more  fully  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Society,  eadi  rural 
Parish,  Mission  or  Chapelry,  in  the  person  of  its  Clergyman,  and  all  sub- 
scribers of  6s.  per  annum  and  upwards,  shall  be  an  Association,  in  corres- 
pondence through  its  Chairman,  (the  Clergyman,}  with  the  Central  Board, 
and  may  be  denominated  the  Parochial  Committee  of  the  Church  Society,  of 
whom  five  shall  be  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  periods 
as  they  shall  themselves  decide  to  be  most  convenient,  inviting  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  parishioners  in  their  deliberations  and  designs.  They  bhall 
collect  subscriptions  and  donations  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  most 
effective,  and  endeavor  by  every  means  in  their  power  to  augment  the  re- 
sources of  the  Society.  One-half  of  all  monies  collected  must  be  transmitted 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  the  other  half  may  be  e:q)ended  within  the 
Parish,  Mission  or  Chapelry  for  such  objects  only  as  are  specified  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  Society,  or  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  District 
Association  where  any  such  exists. 

And  where  three  or  more  Clergymen  may  desire  it,  a  District  Rural  Asso- 
ciation maybe  formed,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  Society, 
the  same  to  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  resident  within  the  bounds  of  the 
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same,  and  all  other  members  of  the  Church,  who  shall  contribute  Ss.  per 
annum,  in  aid  of  the  Society's  funds. 

Any  officiating  ClerRyraan  resident  within  the  bounds  may  be  elected  by 
such  District  Association  as  Chairman,  with  whom  shall  be  associated  as 
composing  a  Committee  of  Management,  the  Clergy  of  the  several  Parishes 
or  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  such  District,  one  or  two  Laymen  from 
each  of  the  same,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  A  General  Meeting  of  each 
District  Rural  Association  shall  be  held  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  t.  previous  Quarterly  Meeting  of  tho  Committee 
of  Manngement,  and  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
not  less  than  five  to  form  a  quorum,  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  Association. 

The  Rural  Parochial  Association  shall  communicate  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Parent  Society,  a  minute  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
within  the  sphere  of  their  operations,  embodied  in  the  form  of  a  Report,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Church  Society. 

VIII. 

lAT  COHMirrEB. 

A  Lay  Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  thirteen  members,  of  whom 
the  Treasurer  shall  be  one,  shall  be  annually  chosen  at  the  first  Meeting  of 
the  Central  Board,  from  among  the  Members  of  the  Society,  of  whom  three 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Lay  Committee  shall  be  reported  monthly  to  the 
Central  Board. 

The  clerical  and  oth^r  members  of  the  Central  Board  may  attend  at  any 
of  the  General  Meetings  of  the  Committee,  and  may  propose  and  discuss 
matters  therein,  but  have  no  vote. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  recommend  to  the  Centred  Board 
the  best  means  of  carrying  out  the  following  objects : — 

First, — The  securing  to  tlie  Clergymen  now  resident  and  doing  duty  in  the 
Diocese,  a  sufficient  and  permanent  income,  and  providing,  with  the  least 
possible  delay,  for  the  increase  of  their  number  so  as  to  meet  the  increasing 
exigency  of  the  population. 

Second, — The  building,  in  every  place  where  it  may  be  required,  a  Church 
of  brick  or  stone  upon  a  well  considered  plan,  as  to  dimensions,  external 
fbrm  and  internal  arrangement,  keeping  in  view  the  probability  of  its 
requiring  enlargement. 

Third, — The  assisting  of  the  different  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese 
in  the  erection  of  a  residence  for  the  Clergyman,  by  loan,  to  be  repaid  by 
instalments. 

Fourth, — The  procuring  an  adequate  and  permanent  support  for  all  the 
Institutions,  Authorities,  and  Functionaries,  suitable  and  appertaining  to  the 
Establishment  of  the  Church  of  England  in  this  Diocese. 

JF^fth, — The  encouraging  the  formation  of  a  Local  Endowment  Fund,  at 
every  station  or  place  having  a  Church  or  Clergyman. 
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Sixth,— The  management  and  superiotendeDce  of  all  lands  belonging  to 
the  Society. 

Seventh,— It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Lay  Committee  to  investigate  all 
applications  for  grants  of  money,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Central  Board. 
Every  application  for  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  Church  must  contain  the  fol- 
lowing information : 

1.  The  precise  situation,  especially  with  reference  to  the  nearest  Church, 
and  the  amount  of  population  within  five  miles  of  the  Church. 

2.  The  title  of  the  ground  on  which  the  building  is  to  be  erected,— copies 
to  be  produced. 

8.  The  size  of  the  building,  the  number  it  is  intended  to  accommodate,  and 
the  probable  number  of  the  congregation  that  will  be  likely  to  attend  it 

The  supposed  cost  of  iho  building,  the  progress  it  has  made  towards 
completion  at  tlie  time  of  application,  and  the  amount  of  contributions  on 
the  spot  in  money  or  labour. 

IX. 

BOOK   AND  TOAOT  COMUITTEX. 

At  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Central  Board,  seven  members  of  the  Society 
shall  be  annually  chosen,  to  form  a  general  Book  and  Tract  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

BBBMONS. 

Such  Sermons  as  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  direct,  shall  be 
preached  in  each  year  in  each  Parish,  Chapelry,  and  Missionary  Station,  on 
such  days  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  in  favour  of  some  one  or  tnore  of  the 
objects  of  the  Society,  and  a  collection  made  in  aid  thereof,  which  shall  forth- 
with be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  and  no  grant  or  benefit 
from  the  Society  shall  be  obtained  for  any  object  within  any  Parish,  Chap- 
e\vj,  or  Missionary  Station  within  which  such  Sermon  or  Sermons  shall  not 
have  been  so  preached,  and  such  collections  shall  not  have  been  made.

BT-LAWS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  in  the  Constitution  or  By-laws  of  the  Society 
shall  be  made,  unless  the  general  nature  of  such  alteration  or  amendment 
shall  have  been  proposted  at  the  next  previous  General  Meeting  of  the  Soci- 
ety, provided  that  not  less  than  cue  month  intervene  between  the  two  Meet- 
ings, and  that  the  object  of  the  iMeetings  be  stated  in  the  advertisement  by 
which  they  are  called.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  of  the  Central  Board, 
or  of  Committees,  the  Chairman,  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  shall  have 
a  double  or  casting  vote. 

Whereas  some  members  of  the  Church,  who  are  not  unmindful  of  the  great 
spiritual  wants  of  their  own  neighborhood,  still  feel  constrained,  in  pious 
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gratitude  for  the  blesfling^  they  enjoj,  to  allot  something,  however  small,  from 
the  means  with  which  a  Qracious  Providence  has  blessed  them,  towards  the 
■pread  of  the  (riorious  Gospel  among  the  nations  which  still  sit  in  darkness; 
the  Society  will  gladlr  receive  and  forward  to  the  ^  ociety  for  the  Propvga- 
tioD  of  the  Oospel  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  or  the  London  Society  for 
the  Promotfng  Christianity  among  the  Jews,  whatever  sums  may  bo  given 
for  the  conversion  or  instruction  of  the  Heathen  or  the  Jews.

REPORT 


1854. 
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A  Review  of  the  operations  of  the  Church  Society  during  the 
year  affords  very  satisfactory  cvidenco  that  the  Society, 
under  its  present  system  of  action,  is  calculated  efficiently  to  carry 
out  the  objects  contemplated  in  its  Constitution. 

The  Central  Board  has  consisted,  during  the  past  year,  of  Repre- 
sentatives elected  by  the  different  Parishes  and  Missions,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  By-law,  No.  6.  Forty-three  Representatives  were 
returned,  and  there  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  sixteen 
members,  (Clergy  and  Laity)  at  the  meetings  of  the  Central 
Board  during  the  year,  the  greatest  number  present  being  twenty- 
one. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret,  however,  that  the  means  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Central  Board,  have  not  been  proportionate  to  the 
demands  made  on  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

The  following  summary  gives  the  total  receipts  of  the  Society 
for  the  year  ending  6th  January,  1854  : —

By  comparing  the  above  statement  with  the  Treasurer's  Account 
for  the  year  ending  January  6th,  1853,  it  will  appear  that  there  is 
a  falling  oflf  in  the  amount  raised  for  the  Society  in  the  present 
year,  viz.,  £48  9s.  Od.  in  the  Annual  Subscriptions  from  Mon- 
treal, and  £26  9s.  4d.  in  the  Remittances  from  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  in  the  Country. 

In  the  collections  after  Sermons  for  Missionary  purposes  thero 
has  been  an  increase  of  £d  Os.  lOd. 

The  Total  income  of  the  Society  is  £89  19s.  2d.  less  than 
last  year. 

In  the  contributions,  however,  for  local  purposes,  as  distinct 
from  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  expended  for  various  'purposes 
in  the  several  parishes  where  they  are  raised,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
observe  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  £1639  2s.  Id.  The 
amount  raised  in  1862,  being  £0522  16s.  8d.;  the  amount 
raised  in  1853,  being  £8161  18s.  9d. ;  which  does  not  include 
the  sum  of  £116  12s.  5d. ;  which,  although  subscribed  to  the 
Church  Society,  has  not  passed  through  the  Treasurer's  hands, 
having  been  expended  in  the  different  Missions  as  allowed  by  tho 
By-laws.  This  will  make  the  total  amount  raised  for  Church 
purposes,  £82*78  lis.  2d.*

Of  this  amount,  £205  have  been  granted  in  consequence  of 
the  vote  of  the  Central  Board  on  4th  January,  1853,  authorizing 
the  sale  of  the  funded  capital  of  the  Society  for  the  purpose  of 
granting  aid  for  the  building  of  Churches  and  Parsonage  Houses 
and  for  the  purchase  of  endowments.  There  now  remains  about 
£200  to  be  appropriated  to  the  same  objects ;  when  this  sum  is 
expended,  the  Society  will  have  to  depend  solely  on  the  Annual 
contributions  of  its  Friends,  and  the  Central  Board  confidently  ap- 
peals to  the  members  of  the  Church  for  greater  aid  than  has  ever 
yet  been  given  to  the  Society  to  enable  it  to  meet  those  demands 
which  will,  under  the  arrangements  hereafter  mentioned  be  made 
on  its  funds.  •     , 

The  venerable  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  has 
recently  granted  to  the  Lord  Bishop  the  sum  of  £100  per  annum, 
for  three  years,  for  the  building  of  Churches  in  this  Diocese. 

For  this  liberal  aid  we  owe  to  the  Society  a  debt  of  gratitude, 
and  we  are  bound  to  show,  by  our  own  exertions  in  promoting  the 
erection  of  Temples  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  God  in  every 
corner  of  our  land,  that  we  do  FtjLLv  appreciate  the  kindness  thus 
conferred  on  us. 

Who  can  tell  the  numbers  that  may  hereafter  bless  the  liberality 
by  which  edifices  have  been  erected,  wherJn  they  may  meet  to- 
gether to  join  in  prayer  to  God,  partake  of  the  Sacraments  of  the 
Church,  and  hear  from  the  Ministers  of  Christ  the  message  of 
mercy.

ABBOTSFORD  AND  ROUGEMONT.

ATLMER  AND  HULL. 

Our  Report  this  year,  says  the  Rev.  J.  Johnston,  might  speak  of  great  diflS- 
cdties  and  trials  with  which  the  Church  in  this  place  has  had  to  contend,  yet 
there  is  great  cause  for  thankfulness  to  tho  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for 
that  support  which  He  has  given  us  in  our  time  of  need.  With  our  compara- 
tively little  flock,  great  things  could  not  be  expected  from  us ;  but  enough 
has  been  done,  I  trust,  to  shew  that  we  havo  some  life  left,  and  with  God's 
blessing  we  hope  soon  to  see  better  days. 

The  most  of  our  male  congregation  at  Aylmer,  are  engaged  in  the  lumber 
trade,  and  are  consequently  away  from  their  homes  during  a  gi'eat  part  of 
the  year,  which  interferes  much  with  the  success  of  any  organized  plan  of 
improvement,  material  or  spiritual. 

We  have  had  to  contend  with  bitter  and  persevering  opposition  from  those 
who  love  not  our  Zion,  but  she  is  in  the  hands  of  Him  who  can  make  tho 
wrath  of  man  praise  Him,  and  the  remainder  of  the  wrath  restrain.  During 
the  year  we  have  raised  for  local  pui-poses ;  towards  Clergyman's  salary, 
£20 ;  for  Fencing  Church  Lot  at  Aylmer,  £15 ;  Insurance  on  Church,  £6 ; 
for  placing  Bell  in  tower  of  Church  at  Aylmer,  £7  10s. ;  a  Church  Bell,  the 
gift  of  John  Egan,  Esq.,M.  P.  P.,  £tO ;  and  we  may  safely  allow  £10  more 
on  the  Clergyman's  salary,  in  anticipation  of  what  he  is  pretty  sure  of  receiv- 
ing on  last  year's  account.  Total  for  local  purposes,  £127  10s.  There 
were  collected  for  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,  £3. 

The  Bell  which  Mr.  Egan  has  presented  to  the  Church  at  Aylmer  is  a  very 
fine  one,  and  that  congregation  owes  him  a  debt  of  gratitude,  for  it  was  much 
wanted. 

Mr.  Johnston  also  states,  that  the  want  of  a  Parsonage  House  is  a  great 
drawback,  as  he  is  obliged  to  live  at  a  distance  from  both  villages,  which 
interferes  much  with  parochial  anangements. 

BEDFORD.  ' 

Rev.  Jauxs  Jones  reports  the  following  contributions  to  the  Church 
Society:  Annual  Subscriptions,  £2  lis.  8d. ;  collections  at  Sermons  for 
Widows  and  Orphans,  £1  6s.;  for  Missionary  purposes,  £1  5s.  Total 
amount,  £6  Is.  Sd. 
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BROME  AND  SUTTON. 

Rev.  R.  LiNDSAT,  in  his  Report,  states :  ••  In  conjunction  vilh  the  Mission 
of  Frost  Village,  wo  have  employed  a  Colporteur  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
seminating through  our  Missions  religious  publicotions.  Ho  has  travelled 
over  more  than  200  miles,  visited  between  400  and  600  families,  has  sold 
$120  worth  of  books.  By  this  agency,  portions  of  these  extensive  Missions 
have  been  visited,  and  wo  trust  instruction  imparted,  wliich  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  our  ministry  we  cannot  reach.  From  the  experience  that  wo  have 
thus  obtained,  we  feel  that  there  is  a  want  of  some  such  agency,  and  that 
carefully  managed  it  is  calculated  to  meet  several  important  purposes." 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  to  the  Church  Society  amounted  to  £3  ITs. 
(Jd. ;  collected  at  the  Sermon  for  Widows  and  Orphans,  £1  lOs. ;  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  £1  lis.  Id.  There  was  also  contributed  £45  for  the 
enlargement  of  Brorac  Parsonage;  £18  ISs.  for  Harmonium  for  Brome 
Church ;  £1  10s.  for  t"(erior  of  Sutton  Church ;  £12  lOs.  for  the  Missionary 
atBromo;  and  at  Sutton,  £15;  and  £8  Is.  8d.  for  Colporteur.  Total, 
£103  ISs.  3d. 

BUCKINGHAM. 

Rev.  R.  Stxvbnsov  writes  as  follows :  "  As  the  people  of  this  Mission 
had  to  use  every  exertion  during  the  past  year,  to  liquidate  the  debt  on  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Buckingham  Village,  as  also  to  provide  suitable  places 
of  worship  at  two  of  the  out  Stations,  they  were  unable  to  contribute  any 
thing  to  the  funds  of  the  Church  Society.    The  proceeds  of  the  Sermon  for 
the  General  Purposes  of  the  Society,  (£3,)  had  to  be  applied  towards  pay- 
ment of  debt  on  the  Church.    In  Buckingham  Village,  £18  Is.  6d.  were 
subscribed  to  Missionary,  on  accouut  of  £30  required  by  the  Lord  Bishop 
towards  his  maintenance  ;  at  the  McGillivray  Settlement,  lOs. ;  at  La  Petite 
Nation,  £1  123.  8d.;  and  at  the  augmentation  of  Grenville,  £2  4s.  9d.;  at 
La  Petite  Nation,  a  site  for  a  Church  has  been  secured,  and  on  it  a  building, 
forty  feet  in  length,  has  been  erected  and  covered  in,  the  people  supplying 
the  materials.    This  they  have  been  enabled  to  do  by  the  aid  of  £15  cur- 
rency, received  from  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Waddington,  Henham,  England,  who 
has  also  remitted  to  me  a  similar  sum  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  a  Church, 
erected  by  the  settlers,  in  the  augmentation  of  Grenville  at  their  own 
expense.    Although  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  assisting  the  funds  of 
the  Church  Society,  yet  much  has  been  contributed  for  Chnrcb  purposes 
within  the  Mission  during  the  past  year.    Amongst  the  donation,  for  Church 
purposes,  we  find  the  following  from  Mr.  Orris  Cole,  towards  liquidation 
of  debt  on  the  Church  at  Buckingham,  £1  53.    Two  acres  of  land,  value  £8, 
were  given  by  Mr.  John  Crawford,  in  the  augmentation  of  Grenville;  as  ft 
site  for  a  Church,  and  for  the  purposes  of  a  Burial  Ground." 

CHAMBLT. 
Annual  Subscriptions  to  the  Church  Society  amount  to  £32  6s.  4id. ;  col- 
lection at  the  Sermon  for  Widows  and  Orpans,  £2  14s.  4|d.      There  was 
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no  Mrtnon  prcaclicd  fur  Afinionary  purpoteA  in  conaequcnoe  of  the  Olergj- 
man  being  ill  at  the  period  and  fur  somo  time  after.  There  were  contributed 
towards  Olergyman'ii  stipend,  £60  ,  toward*  incidental  cxponaos  of  the 
Church,  £21 ;  fur  Infiuraoce  on  Church  property,  £7  K's. ;  Sacramental  col- 
lections, £7  10s.  2d.  ■,  collected  for  Parochial  Lending  Library,  £4  6a.  2d. ; 
collected  for  the  purchase  of  Books  for  Sunday  School,  £2  4s.  2d.  ;  im- 
povemcntti  and  alterations  in  interior  of  Church,  £38  ISs.  Od.  Total  amount, 
JC170  7s. 

Itov.  J.  P.  Wum  states :  "  Although  since  the  lost  Report  was  forwarded 
there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Church,  still  it 
ii  pleasing  to  state  a  small  increase  in  the  amount  of  contributions,  which  I 
sincerely  trust  will  be  continued  every  year.    During  the  summer  some 
much  needed  improTements  have  been  made  in  the  interior  of  the  Church 
for  which  the  sum  of  £88  ISs.  9d.  has  been  expended.     For  this  I  would 
desire  to  express  much  thankfulness  to  Almighty  Qod,  as  an  indication  of 
interest  felt  by  the  people,  that  His  House  may  not  only  be  creditable  to  them- 
selves, but  suited  to  the  solemn  worship  of  His  Holy  Name. — And  may 
Ood,  I  pray,  be  pleased  so  to  incline  the  hearts  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  parish  as  that  each  shall  every  year  give,  (and  deem  it  a 
privilege  so  to  give,)  as  He  hath  prospered  them,  towards  promoting  the 
objects  of  the  Society,  His  Olory,  and  the  prosperity  of  His  Church  in  this 
land.    May  the  Spirit  from  on  high  be  poured  out  upon  all  the  members 
of  our  beloved  Church,  in  this  Diocese ;  then  shall  we  not  bo  barren  or 
unfruitful  in  the  work  of  the  Lord"

expended  in  the  purchase  of  an  Organ,  and  £9  Is.  9d.  in  repairing  and 
painting  Church  Tard  Fence.    Total  amount,  £123  68.  9d. 

CLARENDON. 
Rev.  F.  8.  Nevb,  reports  that  £6  Ts.  fid.  had  been  subscribed  to  C^iurcb 
Society  of  which  £2  12s.  6d.  had  been  retained  for  painting  the  Church  ^ 
collected  after  Sermon  for  Widows  and  Orphans,  lOs.  8d ;  £11  were  also 
contributed  towards  Missionary's  support. 

COTEAU  DULAC. 
Rev.  J.  MouNTAitr  returns  the  following  account  of  monies  adlected  for  the 
Church  Society :  Annual  Subscriptions,  £11  lis.  lojd. ;  after  Sermons  for 
Widows  and  Orphans,  £1  98.

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The  High  School  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Judd,  who  paya  to 
the  Rector  in  whom  the  property  is  vested,  a  rent  of  £76  per  annum,  which 
Bum  after  deducting  the  balance  of  interest  due  on  outlay  and  other  expens- 
es, goes  into  a  sinking  fund,  which  it  is  hoped  will,  in  a  few  years,  clear  the 
debt.

In  the  Report  of  last  year  was  published  a  new  By-law  which 
had  been  adopted  at  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on 
the  5th  October,  1852. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  caiTy  this  Law  into  operation  have 
been  unable  to  make  any  report  in  consequence  of  not  having 
received  answers  from  many  of  the  Clergy  to  the  circulars  which 
had  been  issued.

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EDUCATION. 

In  the  Branch  of  Education  and  establishment  of  Schools,  the  Society 
(from  the  inadequacy  of  its  funds  to  meet  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  case) 
has  been  unable  to  enter  upon  any  General  Plan,  though  considering  it  one 
of  the  most  important  objects  contemplated  in  its  constitution. 

It  is,  however,  in  some  degree  relieved  from  the  pressure  too  often  made 
upon  it,  by  the  unsuccessful  application  of  the  Clergy  for  help,  by  the  ope- 
rations of  another  Society  in  this  Diocese,  viz.,  the  Colonial  Church  and 
School  Society. 

In  consequence  of  arrangements  made  between  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
and  the  General  Conr  tiittee  of  the  Colonial  Church  and  School  Society,  His 
Lordship  has  been  enu  led  to  accept  the  o£Sce  of  President  of  their  Cor- 
responding Committee,  and  give  his  sanction  to  their  operations. 

It  was  His  Lordship's  anxious  wish,  in  all  endeavours  made  by  any  Socie- 
ties fur  the  assistance  of  the  Church  in  any  of  its  labours,  that  there  should 
be  some  General  Flan  carried  on,  by  which  any  interference  of  one  Society 
with  another,  or  any  separation  or  apparent  opposition  of  interest  might 
be  prevented;  with  this  view  it  has  been  made  an  article  of  the 
above  arrangement  that  "  Statements  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Corres- 
"  ponding  Committee  with  the  signature  of  the  President  or  Chairman 
"  attach-,  i  thereto,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Central  Board  of  the  Church 
"  Society  for  its  information  and  use,"  and  also  "  that  no  Catechist  or 
'■  Schoolmaster  shall  be  employed  within  the  local  limits  of  any  Clergyman's 
"  charge  without  his  consent." 

In  accordance  with  this  understanding,  the  following  notice  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  C.  C.  and  S.  Society  in  this  Diocese  is  now  inserted  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Society,  and,  as  by  the  above  rule 
the  C.  C.  and  S.  Society  can  only  act  in  connection  with  the  diiferent  Clergy- 
men throughout  the  Diocese,  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  able  to  avail 
themselves  of  its  assistance,  since  so  much  requires  to  be  accomplished  and 
funds  are  so  deficient, 

The  Committee  report :  "The  opening  of  the  Model  and  Training 
School.  The  sendingforthof  a  Lay  Missionary  within  the  City  of  Mon- 
treal. The  support  of  a  Clergyman  in  the  Mission  of  Sah; :.  v'?i8,  and 
the  appointment  of  a  Missionary  Schoolmaster  at  Saroba,  with 
other  Schoolmasters  throughout  the  Diocese,  involving  an  expen- 
diture on  the  part  or  the  Parent  Committee  of  £600  sterling, 
and  on  the  part  of  Montreal  Committee,  received  from  friends  in 
this  country  of  £660,  making  together  about  £1370  currency." 

LAY  COMMITTEE. 
In  the  report  of  this  Committee  presented  to  the  Central  Board 
on  7th  December,  we  find  the  following  important  document 
which  was  laid  before  the  Committee  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 
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"  At  a  General  ]\f  eeting  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel, 
"  held  Friday,  June  17th,  1853, 

"  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  the  Chair. 

"It  was  resolved,  That  in  accordance  mth  the  principles  laid  do\rn  by 
"  the  Finance  Committee,  June  19th,  1852,  and  with  the  full  consent  and 
"  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  Montreal,  the  following  resolutions  be  adopted  •, 

Ist.  That  in  order  to  place  the  expenditure  of  the  Society,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Montreal,  upon  a  more  definite  footing,  from  and  after  the  1st  July  next 
ensuing,  the  sum  of  JC3,600,  be  granted  annually  for  the  payment  of  Mis- 
sionaries in  that  Diocese  until  the  1st  July,  1858. 

2d.  That  from  and  after  the  1st  July,  1858,  the  said  grant  shall  be  reduced 
by  not  less  than  10  per  cent. 

8rd.  That  the  local  Treasurer  of  the  S.  P.  G.  in  Montreal,  be  authorized 
to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society  for  the  above  sum,  by  equal 
quarterly  bills,  on  the  1st  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  such  bills 
having  previously  received  the  signature  of  the  Bishop. 

4th.  Tliat  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Lay  Committee  of  the  Incor- 
porated Cliurch  Society  of  the  Diocese,  shall  apportion  the  above  Grant  for 
the  payment  of  present  and  new  Missionaries ;  strict  regard  being  bad  to 
the  observance  of  good  faith  with  all  those  to  whom  the  Society  is  already 
pledged. 

5th. "  That  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  the  local  Treasurer  of  the 
"  S.  P.  G.,  shall  return  to  the  Secretary  for  the  information  of  the  Parent 
"  Society,  the  names  of  all  Missionaries  who  shall  have  received  any  por- 
"  tion  of  such  grant  during  the  previous  year,  with  the  account  of  their 
"  respective  allowances,  and  shall  also  furnish  an  abstract  of  all  monies 
"  received  and  paid  by  him,  with  the  amount,  if  any,  of  the  balance  remain- 
"  ing  in  his  hands,  over  and  above  the  expenditure." 

On  which  tlio  Lay  Committeo  made  the  foUowiug  remarks,  to 
which  we  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  Churchmen: 

"  From  these  resolutions  it  will  be  seen  that  the  period  at  which 
we  shall  be  called  on  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  our  own 
Clergy  is  at  hand  ;  nor  can  we  complain,  we  have  long  enjoyed 
the  fostering  care  of  that  venerable  Society,  and  have  been  from 
time  to  time  warned,  that  newer  and  more  helpless  portions  of  the 
Christian  world  must  participate  in  that  benevolence  which  hai 
for  so  many  years  been  liberally  lavished  upon  us. 

Although  the  Society  has  given  us  five  years  to  make  provision 
to  meet  the  reduction  then  certain,  it  would  be  well  and  prudent, 
not  only  to  make  provision  for  that  reduction,  but  also  for  that 
which  will  certainly  follow,  until  we  shall  attain  the  more  healthy 
state  of  existence,  a  dependance  on  ourselves.

It  is  a  well  known  fact  and  by  no  means  to  tlio  credit  of  the 
Laity,  (continues  the  Lay  Committee,)  that  of  all  denominations 
of  Protestant  Christians,  there  is  none  that  contribute  so  little 
towards  the  support  of  their  Clergy  as  the  members  of  our  Church 
within  this  Diocese ;  such  things  ought  not  to  be,  and  the  sooner 
this  error  is  acknowledged  and  repaired,  the  sooner  shall  we  dis- 
charge an  imperative  duty  incumbent  upon  us  as  members  of  the 
Church  of  Christ." 


Deeply  are  we  indebted  to  the  venerable  Society  for  the  libe- 
rality with  which  the  Church  has  hitherto  been  fostered  in  this 
Diocese,  and  when  wo  consider  the  many  new  fields  of  labour  which 
are  now  being  opened  for  its  operations,  not  only  in  the  Colonies 
of  the  British  Empire,  but  also  in  Heathen  Lands,  we  cannot  be 
too  thankful  for  the  consideration  shown  to  us  in  the  gradual 
withdrawal  of  that  assistance  which  has  hitherto  been  the  means 
of  securing  to  many  of  our  brethren,  located  in  the  more  retired 
settlements,  the  comfort  and  consolation  of  being  enabled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  ordinances  of  the  Church. 

We  are  thus  again  warned  that  the  extraneous  aid,  on  which 
we  have  so  long  depended,  will  (at  a  Jixed  time  and  on  a  plan 
ahead]/  decided)  gradually  be  withdrawn,  and  that  the  time  is 
come  for  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  land,  to  contribute 
liberally  of  their  abundance  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ. 

And  may  the  Spirit  of  God  put  it  into  their  hearts  so  far  to 
imitate  their  Brethren  in  the  Church  of  Macedonia,  as  to  be 
willing  according  to  ih^vc  power. 

Then  will  the  Messengers  of  the  Church  be  seen,  proclaiming 
in  every  corner  of  our  land,  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Gospel  and 
promoting  the  Glory  of  Christ  in  the  Salvation  of  Men.
